J.G. MUNSON J. G. Munson, chair- 
man of the legislative committee of the 
California Pharmaceutical Association, 
is still on active duty at Sacramento, 
keeping a close watch on pharmaceu- 
tical legislation. He has had a very 
busy time and has met with much op- 
position in his efforts to secure any 
We are fully 
satisfied that much of the opposition 


was wholly unnecessary and wholly 


unreasonable. We refer in particular 


to the rabid opposition to every effort 


to secure any advance in the education- 


al status of pharmacy in California. 


One opponent to pharmaceutical pro- 
gress, in stating his position before the 
Assembly Committee, declared that he 
“represented 250 clerks who were on 
his pay roll.” We would be interested 
to know how many of the 250 clerks 


are registered pharmacists, and how 


many authorized the “delegate” to 
state that they were opposed to phar- 
maceutical progress. 

Mr. Munson is deserving of the high- 
est praise from every progressive phar- 
macist in the State for his untiring 
and earnest efforts to bring about bet- 


pharmaceutical legislation. 


THE NATIONAL The National 
PHARMACEUTICAL Syllabus is an 


SYLLABUS outline of college 


| curricula and 
board of pharmacy examinations, pre- 
pared by a committee and three sub- 
committees on materia medica, phar- 
macy and chemistry. The members of 
the committees are all men of national 
fame in pharmaceutical work. The 
syllabus is adopted by a number of 
State boards and is practically in 
agreement with the curricula of studies 
in the colleges of pharmacy holding 


membership in the American Confer- 


ence of Pharmaceutical Faculties. The 
syllabus committee is to be con- 
gratulated on the work done to date. 
Their efforts tend to unify pharmaceu- 
tical studies. 


MORE The Western Drug- 
MISDIRECTED ogict is tire] 
EFFORT is tireless in 


effort to “prove,” by 
the quotation method that the college 
graduation prerequisite is wholly un- 
desirable and even pernicious. The 
opinions of many individuals are 
quoted in apparent support of the mis- 
guided editorial attitude of that jour- 
nal. ‘The quotations recall most for- 
cibly the graded classification of lies— 
just ordinary lies, d—n lies, statistics, 
quotations. We can, if we are so in- 
clined, produce quotations in support 
of any opinion, but only just, fair and 
impartial quotations are of real value. 


It should also be remembered that the 


majority are not  always_ right. 
Naturally more druggists can be found 
who are either opposed to or indif- 
ferent toward the college prerequisite, 
because the non-graduates are in the 
majority. It is true there are some 
college of pharmacy graduates who are 
most vehement in their opposition to 
the oncoming movement in favor of 
graduation from reputable colleges, but 
in nearly every instance there appears 
to be a marked personal bias causative 
of such opposition. As an example 
of what we mean by misquoting and 
misinterpreting quotation, we quote the 
following from the February issue of 
the Western Druggist: 

“As indicative of the absolute uselessness of 
the college diploma as indicating the fitness 
of its holder to practice pharmacy, and how 
important the examination of the board of 
pharmacy may be made in separating the fit 


from the unfit, it is only necessary to refer 
to the recent examinations in Pennsylvania, 
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pioneer State in this so-called prerequisite | 


legislation. At that examination, out of 110 
candidates examined, all graduates of ‘recog- 
nized’ colleges of pharmacy, all with ‘Gradu- 
ates in Pharmacy,’ ‘Doctor of Pharmacy,’ and 
other degrees galore, 82 failed. 

“This demonstrates conclusively that the 
boards of pharmacy, as examining boards, 
should be supreme. To them properly be- 
longs, not only the decision as to who should 
be permitted to practice pharmacy, but, just 
as clearly, who should be allowed to come 
before the board, seeking to prove their quali- 
fications to practice pharmacy. To delegate 
either of these functions to colleges of phar- 
macy would be a grievous wrong upon the 
druggists of the State.” 


The Pennsylvania board experience 
simply shows that said board gave a 
‘severe examination and does not in any 
way indicate that the college diploma 
is “absolutely useless as indicating fit- 


ness to practice pharmacy.” We are — 


frank to admit, however, that there are 
many so called colleges of pharmacy 
conterring degrees (Ph. C., Ph. D., 
etc.) which represent no more fitness 
to practice pharmacy than the “cram 
courses,” “correspondence courses,” 
“quiz courses’ and other so called 
pharmacy courses, created and main- 
tained for the sole purpose of prepar- 
ing for board examinations, of course; 
very incidentally also yielding a source 
of revenue for those who conduct such 
courses. If a cram course or corre- 
spondence course or a quiz course is 
good, then a satisfactorily completed 
course in a properly equipped college 
of pharmacy is a thousand times better 
and more desirable. 


INTERCHANGE OF There is no 
CERTIFICATES plausible reason 


why a man who is qualified to practice 
pharmacy in one State should be com- 
pelled to pass a board examination in 
another State before being permitted 
to practice in the new State, provided, 
the status of pharmacy in the two 
states is the same. If a State has a 
good pharmacy law, as has New York 
for example, a law which demands the 


higher qualifications to practice phar- 
macy, said State can wisely exchange 


certificates with those states having 


equally high requirements, but not 
with states having lower requirements. 
A State having comparatively low re- 


quirements to practice pharmacy, as, 


for example, California, under the pres- 


ent law, makes a sad mistake to per- 


mit interchange of certificates, as it en- 
courages the immigration of those 
poorly qualified druggists and clerks 
who are morally certain that they 


could not possibly pass an examination 


of any kind whatever. 

We were most heartily in favor of 
registration without examination under 
Assembly Bill 906, but most emphatic- 
ally not under the present law or under 
Assembly Bill 1044.

Pharmaceutical Journals and the Nostrum 

We had something to say elsewhere* as 
to the attitude of the pharmaceutical pro- 
fession and pharmaceutical journals con- 
cerning the advertisement and sale of nos- 
trums. Attention was called to two jour- 
nals which had adopted a policy of con- 
sistency, and which were supporting The 
Journal’s propaganda against the nostrum 
evil. It appears from recent utterances 
against certain widely advertised nostrums 
that the Pacific Pharmacist of San Fran- 
cisco belongs also in the ranks of those 
journals which regard professionalism as 
higher than the good-will and patronage of 
“patent medicine” fakers. In the Decem- 
ber (1910) issue—commendably clean in its 
advertising pages—the Pacific Pharmacist 
continues the publication, under the head of 
“Propaganda for Drug Reform,” of a list of 
nostrums condemned by the Department of 
Agriculture under the Food and Drugs Act, 
and calls “particular attention to cancer and 
headache fakes.” In an editorial on vicious 
advertising, in the same issue, the Pharma- 
cist says: “We cannot think of any good 
reason why our daily papers should be per- 
mitted to continue their vicious advertis- 
ing.” Reference is made to a number of 
that class of advertisements appearing in a 
San Francisco daily paper, and the opinion 
is expressed that such advertising should be 
made a criminal offense. In the same issue, 
also, a correspondent, commenting on the 
work of the Council on Pharmacy and — 
Chemistry of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, says that pharmacists “are in sym- 
pathy with those who are trying to elimin- 
ate drugless drugs and with those who are 
endeavoring to make drugs of value to be 
of standard quality,’ and that “the repre- 
sentative physicians of the United States 
recognize in the pharmacists a spirit of co- 


operation and the ability to assist them in 


this noble enterprise.” Evidently the leaven 
is working, and ere long other pharmaceu- 
tical journals will get in line, and, together 
with their three pioneer contemporaries, 
will be able to render most valuable assist- 
ance in cleaning up the nostrum business, 
as it affects both the public on the one hand 
and the medical and pharmaceutical profes- 
sions on the other.—Journ. Am. Med. Assn.

A MODEL PHARMACY LAW FOR 
CALIFORNIA 


By Albert Schneider 


California is sorely in need of a new | 


pharmacy law. The present one is a 
bad piece of patchwork, the legal verbi- 
age thereof is most complicated and it 


is, furthermore, in open conflict with 


several other State laws, notably the 


Pure Drugs Law which is administered 


by the State Board of Health. Leading 
pharmacists of the State have recog- 
nized the defectiveness of the law and 
some six months ago active steps were 
taken to formulate one *worth while 
which should supersede the present 
law. These are matters which have 
been, from time to time, set forth in 
the pages of the Pacific Pharmacist, a 
pharmaceutical journal which was 
created for and is maintained for the 
purpose of furthering better pharmacy 
in the State of California. 

We hereby give Assembly Bill No. 
go6, introduced by Mr. Bohnet on 
January 31, 1911. The original draft 
of this law was formulated by the 
legislative committee of the Alumni 
Association of the California College of 
Pharmacy, assisted by other leading 
pharmacists of the State. A. L. Leber, 
in his address as president of the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association, in- 
dicated many changes much to be de- 
sired in the present law. In framing 
the law, the present New York phar- 
macy act was used as a guide. 

Assembly Bill No. 906 
Assembly Bill No. 906.—An Act to Regu- 
late the Practice of Pharmacy in the 
State of California and to Provide a 
Penalty for the Violation Thereof; and 
for the Appointment of a Board to Be 
Known as the California State Board of 
Pharmacy; and to Repeal an Act En- 
titled “An Act to Regulate the Prac- 
tice of Pharmacy in the State of Cali- 


fornia,” Approved March 20, 1905, and 
All Amendments Thereto. 


The People of the State of California, Repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, Do 
Enact as Follows:. 

ARTICLE I 
The Practice of Pharmacy. 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to practice as a pharmacist,. assistant 


pharmacist, apprentice or storekeeper, or to 


engage in, conduct, carry on or be employed in 
the dispensing, compounding, or retailing of 
drugs, chemicals, medicines, prescriptions, or 
poisons within this State, without first ob- 
taining a license or temporary. permit from 
the State Board of Pharmacy as hereinafter 
prescribed. Every place in which drugs, chemi- 
cals, medicines, prescriptions or poisons are 
retailed, or dispensed, or compounded, shall 
be a pharmacy; shall be under the personal 
supervision of a pharmacist, and shall be 


annually registered in the month of July, by 


the board; and conducted in full compliance 
with the law and the rules of said board. 

Section 2.. The pharmacist is a person who 
obtains a license as such from the Board of 
Pharmacy and is empowered under the act 
to carry on or conduct or take charge of a 
pharmacy and to dispense, compound or re- 
tail drugs, chemicals, medicines, prescriptions 
Or poisons within the State. 


Section 3. Assistant pharmacists may pre- 


pare or dispense receipts or prescriptions and 
perform such other duties as are performed 
by a pharmacist, under the direction of the 
pharmacist, and they may take charge of the 
pharmacy during the temporary absence of the 
pharmacist, but they may not conduct or carry 
on a pharmacy for themselves. 

Section 4. Apprentices may be employed 
in accordance with the requirements of this 
act and the rules, in registered pharmacies 
and may receive instruction in the practice of 
pharmacy and pharmacology. Apprentices 
may prepare or dispense receipts or prescrip- 
tions, may sell or furnish medicines or poi- 
sons in the presence of and under the im- 
mediate personal supervision of a pharma- 
cist, who must be either the proprietor or in 
the actual employ of the proprietor. 

The proprietor as principal shall be equally 
liable for violations of this article by the as- 
sistant pharmacist and by his apprentices or his 
unlicensed employees. Other unlicensed as- 
sistants may be employed in registered phar- 
macies for other purposes than the practice 
of pharmacy and pharmacology and the dis- 
pensing, compounding and retailing of drugs, 
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chemicals, medicines, prescriptions or poisons. 
Section 5. It shall be lawful for a phar- 
macist in conformity with the rules of the 


State Board of Pharmacy, to take, use, and 


exhibit the titles pharmacist and registered 
pharmacy and to have charge of, engage in, 
conduct or carry on for himself or for another, 
the dispensing, compounding or sale of drugs, 
chemicals, medicines, prescriptions or poisons 
anywhere within the State, but he shall have 
personal supervision of not more than one 
pharmacy: at the same time. 

Section 6.

The proprietor of every pharmacy, or store, 
shall annually in the month of June report 
under oath to the board any facts required by 
the board, shall pay the registration fee and 
shall receive a certificate of registration that 
must be conspicuously displayed at all times 
in the pharmacy or store with all licenses. 


Every person, partnership, association or cor-— 


poration doing business as the proprietor or 
proprietors of a pharmacy or store shall cause 
the name of such proprietor or proprietors to 
be displayed upon a sign conspicuously placed 
upon the exterior of the building and this sign 
shall be presumptive evidence of ownership 
of such pharmacy, or store. 


The proprietor who opens a pharmacy, or 


store, subsequent to the month of January 
shall, within thirty days of opening, make 
this report, pay the fee and display the cer- 
tificate and the sign. 

Section 8. In towns, precincts and villages 
of not more than a thousand inhabitants that 
do not have within three miles a pharmacy, 
the following persons may sell medicines and 
poisons under the following conditions: 

1. Physicians may compound medicines, fill 
prescriptions and sell poisons labeled as re- 
quired by the poison act. | 

2. Storekeepers may in accordance with the 
rules of the Board of Pharmacy sell medicines 
and poisons upon the payment of an annual 
fee of three dollars. The storekeeper’s cer- 
tificate is limited to the town, precinct or vil- 
lage where the storekeeper resides and the poi- 
sons so sold may be limited to certain classes 
of poisons sold in original packages and put 
up by a licensed pharmacist whose name and 
business address is displayed on the package.

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ARTICLE 
State Board of Pharmacy. 

Section 1. The Governor shall appoint five 
persons who shall be qualified as hereinafter 
set forth and who shall be known as the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Pharmacy. | 

Section 2. No one shall be eligible to mem- 


bership on the board unless he is (1) a gradu- 


ate from a college or university, (2) is a citi- 
zen of the United States and of the State of 
California, (3) has followed the profession 
of pharmacy for at least five years. Each of 
the candidates shall present proof of such 
qualifications to the Governor. 

Section 3. Each member before beginning 


his term of office shall take and file with the 


Secretary of State the constitutional oath of 
office. 


Section 4. They shall hold office for the 
term of five years until their successors are 


appointed and have qualified; provided that the 


first five members of the board appointed by 
the Governor, as above set forth, shall so 
classify themselves by lot that one of them 
shall go out of office July 1, 1912, one shall 


go out of office July 1, 1913, one shall go out 


of office July 1, 1914, one shall go out of office 
July 1, 1915, and one shall go out of office 
July 1, 1916, and an entry of such classification 
shall be made in the minutes of the board, 


signed by them and a duplicate thereof shall 


be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 
In case of vacancy in the Board of Pharmacy, 
the Governor shall fill the same by appointing 
from among those qualified as above set forth, 
a member to serve for the remainder of the 
term only. The office of the board shall be 
located in San Francisco. The board shall 
organize by electing a president, vice-president, 
and a treasurer. 

Section 5. The secretary and treasurer shall 
each give a satisfactory bond running to the 
Board of Pharmacy in a sum not less than 
two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars and such 
greater sum as the board may from time to 
time require for the faithful discharge of their 


respective duties. 


Section 6. The Governor may remove any 
member of the board for misconduct, inca- 
pacity or neglect of duty. 

Section 7. Board members when on actual. 
duty shall receive ten dollars per diem and 
the necessary mileage. | 

Section 8 It shall be the duty of the 
Board in its rooms to preserve a record of all 
licenses and certificates which shall be open 
to public inspection and shall have in all legal 
proceedings the same weight as evidence that 
is given to a record of conveyance of lands. 
It shall render annually to the Governor and 
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the association a report of all its proceedings 
during the preceding year. 

Section 9. Books, records, papers and other 
properties of the State Board of Pharmacy 
and of each branch thereof abolished by this 
act shall when this act goes {nto effect be trans- 
ferred to the State Board of Pharmacy, or- 
ganized under and in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of this act and shall be preserved 
by the board. a 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer to keep a faithful accounting of all 
moneys received and expended by the board, 
and he shall each year on the first day of 
May prepare and submit to the board an 
itemized accounting of all moneys received 
and expended under this act. 

Section 11. The secretary shall have the 


same qualifications as a member but shall 


not be a member. He shall be elected by 
the board, shall hold office during their 
pleasure and shall receive an annual salary 


of not more than eighteen hundred dollars, porary permits limited to definite areas, and 


payable from the moneys received under this 
act. He shall be the executive officer of the 
board and shall have such powers and shall 
perform such duties as shall be prescribed by 
the board. The secretary in office when this 
article takes effect shall continue in office 
until his successor has been elected as above 
provided. 

Section 12. The clerks, stenographers, in- 
spectors and employees of the State Board of 
Pharmacy in office when this act takes effect 
shall be transferred to the department. The 
rules of the board, made as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall specify the number of clerks, 
stenographers, inspectors and employees, neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this act. 
The clerks, stenographers, inspectors and em- 


ployees transferred to the department as above. 


provided or hereafter employed, shall be 
subject to the same rules as to appointment 
and service as the other employees of the de- 
partment. They shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the board and their compensation shall be 
fixed by the board. 

Section 13. All fees, fines, penalties and 
other moneys derived from the operation of 
this act shall be paid into the State treasury 
and the Legislature shall at each session ap- 
propriate for the board an amount sufficient 
to pay all proper expenses incurred pursuant 
to this article. All funds in the custody of 
the State Board of Pharmacy when this act 
takes effect shall be immediately turned over 
to the department and shall be available for 
the payment of all proper expenses of the 
board, until an appropriation is made by the 
Legislature as above provided. When such 


| appropriation is so made the uunexpended bal- 
‘ance of the funds so turned over to the de- 


partment shall be paid into the State treasury, 
to be expended as in the case of other moneys 
derived from the operation of this act. 
Section 14. Prior to October Ist the board 
shall annually elect from its members, its 
president, vice-president and treasurer, for the 
calendar year, and shall hold one or more 
meetings each year. At any meeting a ma- 


jority shall constitute a quorum; but questions 


prepared by the board may be grouped and 
edited, or answered papers of candidates: may 
be examined and marked by committees duly 
authorized by the board. | 
Section 15. The board shall have power: 
(a) To regulate the practice of pharmacy 
and pharmacology in conformity with the pro- 


visions of this act. 


(b) To regulate the sale of drugs, bbicealidats 
medicines and poisons in conformity to law. 
(c) To issue licenses, certificates and tem- 


definite periods of time, and to collect the 


fees provided by this act. 


. (d) To investigate alleged violations of the 
provisions of this act, to conduct hearings in 
respect thereto when, in its discretion, it ap- 


- pears to bé necessary, and to bring the same | 


to the notice of the district attorney. 

(e) To make such rules and regulations, not 
inconsistent with the laws of the State, as may 
be necessary for the proper enforcement of the 
intent of this act. 

(f) To issue from time to time circulars 
or pamphlets of information on poisons and 
their antidotes, preventive medicines, new and 
non-official remedies, misbranded and adul- 
terated drugs and on such other topics as may 
seem desirable for the information of the 
public. Such circulars or pamphlets shall be 
distributed free to registered pharmacists, 
wholesale drug dealers and manufacturers of 
pharmaceuticals, and to such other persons as 
may make requests therefor. 

Section 16. The board or any committee 
thereof may employ counsel, and may compel 
the attendance of witnesses, administer oaths, 
and may take testimony and proofs concerning 
all matters within its jurisdiction. The board 
shall make such rules-as may be necessary 
for the proper performance of its duty, but 
no rule which has been adopted by the board 
shall be amended, suspended or repealed except 
by a majority of the board. 

Section 17. Colleges. A college as used 
in this act shall mean any incorporated college 
or a university department of pharmacy or 
other educational institution complying with 
the following requirements: 
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(a) Equipment of a college of pharmacy. 
A college of pharmacy shall have at least three 
distinct general laboratories; one devoted to 
pharmacy. and dispensing known as the phar- 


maceutical laboratory; one devoted to general 


and special chemistry, and one devoted to bot- 
any and pharmacognosy. The laboratories 
must be large enough to accommodate all 
students in attendance and must be supplied 
with the necessary apparatus and appliances. 
Each student shall be supplied with an in- 
dividual equipment of apparatus and _ appli- 


-ances, insofar as it is practicable and insofar 


as the courses of instruction make it desirable 
or necessary. 

In addition to the three general laboratories, 
there shall be suitable lecture halls, and recita- 
tion rooms. Special laboratories must be 
supplied for special advance or research work 


if the college advertises such special advance 


and research courses. 

The college must also be supplied with a 
library with the necessary books, works of 
reference, serial publications, monographs, etc., 
for the use of students and instructors. 

The general and special laboratories shall 


be entirely devoted to the instruction in phar- 
macy. 


(b) Faculty. A college of pharmacy shall 
have at least three faculty chairs or heads of 
departments; one to have charge of the de- 
partment of pharmacy and dispensing; one 


to have charge of chemistry, and one to have 


charge of botany and pharmacognosy. ‘These 
heads of departments must give satisfactory 
evidence of special professional training repre- 
sented by college and university degrees and 
by other satisfactory evidence, and must have 
done considerable research work and other 


work of high technical quality in their special 


lines, and they must at least keep abreast of 
the progress made in their special lines of 
work. Each chair or head of department 
shall have at least one laboratory assistant. 
The heads of departments as above defined 
may not be subordinated to or under the con- 
trol or direction of the heads of departments 
of any other college or any other university 
department. 

(c) Curriculum of studies. The following 
branches of pharmaceutical study shall be 
taught in a reputable college of pharmacy: 
Chemistry, inorganic and organic. 
Pharmacy, theoretical and practical. 
Botany, didactic and laboratory. 
Microscopy. 

Pharmacognosy. 
Physiology. 
Materia medica. 
Bacteriology. 
Business pharmacy. 


The work of instruction shall be graded 
and shall be divided into junior or first year 
work and senior or second year work. Not 
less than eight hundred (800) hours shall be 
devoted to laboratory instruction during each 
college year, said laboratory instruction to be 
devoted to pharmacy, chemistry, botany and 
pharmacognosy, which shall be the major 
branches of study. Physiology, materia medi- 
ca (including therapeutics) bacteriology, and 
business pharmacy shall be considered the 
minor branches of study, but no minor branch 
of less than fifteen hours of instruction shall 
be recognized. 

(d) Entrance requirements. (1) Begin- 
ning with the year 1912, one year of completed 
work in an accredited high school or its equiva-_ 
lent, shall be the necessary preliminary edu- 


cation to enter a college of pharmacy. (2) 


Beginning with the college year 1913, two 
years of completed work in an accredited high 
school or its equivalent, shall be the necessary 
prerequisite to enter upon the college course. 
(3) Beginning with the college year 1915, 
fours years of completed work in an accredited 
high school or its equivalent shall be the pre- 
requisite for entering the college. 

(e) For graduation. The satisfactory com- 
pletion of two distinct collegiate courses of 
instruction in a college of pharmacy. Each 
college year must occupy a period of at least 
seven months; and not more than one col- 
legiate course of instruction may be given in 
one calendar year. 

The Board of Regents of the University of 
California shall determine what colleges of 
pharmacy are in accordance with the require- 
ments of this act, and shall from time to time 
issue a list of such American and foreign col- 
leges for the use of the Board of Pharmacy. 

Section 18. Satisfactory evidence verified by 
oath shall be required by the board of all 
candidates for admission to the examinations. 

Licenses as referred to in Article I, Section 
1, of this act shall be granted by the State 
Board of Pharmacy only upon the conditions 
herein set forth= 

a. Pharmacist. The board shall admit to 
the examination for pharmacist any candidate 
that pays a fee of ten dollars and who 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. © 

(3) Has received the diploma of graduation 
from a reputable college of pharmacy as de- 
fined in this act, or an equivalent diploma or 
degree from a school or college in the United 
States or in any other country, registered with 
the board as meeting the minimum require- 


‘ments of this act. 


(4) Has had four years of experience, the 
actual time satisfactorily spent at a reputable 
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college to be counted as experience. The 
practical experience or experience outside of 
a college must be obtained in a registered 
pharmacy where physicians’ prescriptions are 
- compounded, or in pharmaceutical and chemi- 
cal laboratories where not less than one hun- 
dred pharmacopeeial and National formulary 
preparations, including the making of tinc- 
tures, fluid extracts, chemical and galenical 
preparations, are compounded during a calen- 
dar year. One year of such experience must 
have been within four years of the date of 
application. 

b. Assistant pharmacist. They shall admit 
to the examination for assistant pharmacist 
any candidate who pays a fee of five dollars 
and who 

(1) Is more than parma years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 


(3) Has the preliminary education required 


to enter a college of pharmacy. 
(4) Has had four years of experience, the 
year of which experience within five years of 


the date of application, must have been in a 


pharmacy in the United States under the per- 
sonal supervision of a pharmacist. The actual 
time spent in a reputable college of pharmacy 
shall be counted as experience. 

c. Apprentice. They shall register for ap- 
prentice any Candidate who pays a fee of one 
dollar and who 

(1) Is more than fifteen years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has begun an apprenticeship for the 
term of practical experience required by this 
article. 

(4) Has the preliminary education required 
by the rules of the board. | 

d. Storekeeper. They shall admit to the 
examination for storekeeper any candidate 
who pays a fee of three dollars and who 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has had experience in dealing in drugs, 
chemicals, medicines and poisons. 

Section 19. Manner of conducting examina- 
tions. The board shall prepare as required 
suitable questions for thorough examination 
in pharmacy and pharmacology, both written 
and practical. 

Examinations for license shall be given 
in at least two convenient places in the 
State and at least two times annually, in 
accordance with the rules. When an ap- 
plicant has successfully passed the examin- 
ations and is recommended for license, the 
board shall issue to him a license to prac- 
tice according to the qualifications of the ap- 
plicant. Every license shall be issued by the 
board under seal and shall be signed by each

Applicants examined, and licensed by other 
State examining boards registered by the 
regents as maintaining standards not lower 
than those provided by this act may without 
further examination, on payment of twenty 
dollars to the board and on submitting such 
evidence as they may require, receive from 
them an endorsement of their licenses and 
diplomas conferring all rights and privileges 
of a license after examination. 

Before any license or certificate is issued it 
shall be numbered and properly recorded, and 


its number shall be noted in the license or 


certificate. The board may revoke a license 
or annul a certificate for cause. 

Section 20.. Rules. The board shall pro-

ARTICLE III

Section 1. No license or certificate shall be 
granted to any applicant convicted of felony, 
or who is addicted to the use of alcoholic 
liquors or narcotic drugs to such an extent 
as to render him unfit to practice pharmacy 
or pharmacology. . Any license or certificate 
obtained by misrepresentation or fraud or 
that is held by any one unfit or incompetent 
from negligence, habits or other cause, may be 
revoked after reasonable notice and an op- 
The willful and re- 
peated violation of any of the provisions of 
this act or the rules is sufficient cause for the 
revocation of a license or certificate. The

Section 2. The following shall be construed 
as violations of this act: 

1. No person shall procure or attempt to 
procure a license or certificate for himself 
or for any other person by making or causing 
to be made, any false representations. 

2. No pharmacy shall permit the compound- 
ing and dispensing of prescriptions of medical 
practitioners in his pharmacy by any un- 
licensed person or persons, except in the pres- 
ence of and under the immediate personal 
supervision of a pharmacist. 
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3. No unlicensed person shall prepare or 


dispense a medical prescription or physician’s, 
dentist’s or veterinarian’s prescription, or dis- 
pense or sell at retail poisons or medicines 
except under the immediate personal super- 
vision of a pharmacist whose license is dis- 
played in the pharmacy. 

4. No unlicensed person shall open or con- 
duct or have charge of, or supervise any 
pharmacy, or store for retailing, dispensing or 
compounding drugs, chemicals, medicines, pre- 
scriptions or poisons. 

5. No person shall represent himself to be 
licensed who shall have failed to procure a 
license as required by this act. | 
6. No person shall intentionally prevent or 
knowingly refuse to permit any board mem- 
ber or inspector or other authorized board 
officer or agent to enter a pharmacy, or store 
for the purpose of lawful inspection. 

Section 3. All persons registered under this 
act as pharmacists and actively engaged as 
pharmacists shall be exempt from jury duty. 
~ Section 4. This act shall not apply to the 
practice of a physician that is not the pro- 
prietor of a pharmacy, or store, or that is not 
in the employ of such a proprietor. Except 


as to the quality of drugs dispensed, it shall 


not prevent physicians from supplying their 
patients with such articles as the physician 
deems proper. This act shall not be construed 
as precluding the ownership of a pharmacy 
by an unlicensed person, firm or corporation 
provided such pharmacy be conducted in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said act. 

This act shall furthermore not apply: | 

1. To the sale of drugs, medicines, chemi- 
cals, prescriptions or poisons at wholesale 
when not for the use or consumption of the 
purchaser. 

2. To the sale of poisoned grain, paris green, 
white hellebore. and other poisons for destroy- 


ing injurious insects and other pests when sold 


in the original packages, bearing the label 
prescribed by law. 

3. To the sale of any substance for use 
in the arts. 

4. To the manufacture and sale of propri- 
etary medicines. © 

5. To the sale by merchants of the articles, 
to wit: Ammonia, ammonia water, bicar- 
bonate of soda, borax, camphor, castor oil, 
cream of tartar, dye stuffs, essence of pepper- 
mint, essence of winter green, non-poisonous 
flavoring essences or extracts, glycerin, licorice, 
olive oil, sal ammoniac, saltpeter, sal soda, 
epsom salt, rochelle salt, sulphur, cod liver 
oil, vaseline, petroleum jellies, oil of origanum, 
oil of spike, oil of lard, flaxseed, rock candy, 
butter color, malt extract, extract of beef, 


of pharmacy. 
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beef, iron and wine, extract of witch hazel, 
quinine, carthartic pills, seidlitz powders, bay 
rum, perfumes, toilet water, turmeric, talcum 
powder, composition powder, plasters, copper- 
as, alum, gum arabic, lithia water, chloride of 
lime, essence of Jamaica ginger, salves, per- 
oxide of hydrogen, turpentine, caraway, fennel, 
cumin. 

6. Nor does this act apply to registered 
trademarked or copyrighted proprietary medi- 
cines registered in the United States patent 
office, nor to the sale of proprietary medicines, 
when manufactured under the supervision of 
a registered pharmacist, in the State of Cali- 
fornia, for which trademarks may have been 
filed with the Secretary of State of California 
by merchants possessing a license issued by 
the Board of Pharmacy, as described in this 
act. 


Section 5. This act shall comprehend and 
include all prior acts regulating the practice 
However the provisions of 
this act shall not be construed so as to affect 
or impair any act done or any right accruing, 
accrued or acquired, or any penalty, forfeiture 
or punishment incurred prior to the time when 
this act or any part thereof takes effect, under 
or by virtue of the law or laws amended 
by such act; but the same may be asserted, © 
enforced, prosecuted or inflicted,.as fully and 
to the same extent as if this act did not exist. 
Neither shall this act affect pending actions or 
proceedings, civil or criminal, brought by or 
against the board, as the same was constituted 
prior to the taking effect of this act, but such 
actions or proceedings shall be prosecuted or 
defended to a final conclusion, in the same 
manner, by the board as provided by this act 
or by the officers having jurisdiction in respect 
thereto; and provided further that this act 
shall not affect the right of any person to take 
the examinations of the board to qualify for 
pharmacist who was registered as apprentice 
or assistant pharmacist prior to the passage 
of this act. | 


_ Section 6. Any person, firm or corporation 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this . 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
a fine not to exceed five hundred ($500.) dol- 
lars, or by punishment in the county jail for 
not more than six (6) months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 7. (a) “Board” when not other- 
wise limited, means the California State Board 
of Pharmacy. 


(b) “Drugs”, means all substances, whether 


official or unofficial, intended for or used for 


the mitigation, alleviation or cure of disease 
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and pathological states or conditions of man 
or of other animals. 

(c) “Association”, means the 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

(d) “Regents”, means the Board of Regents 
of the University of California. _ 

(e) “Medicines,” where not otherwise limit- 
ed means any substance, simple, complex or 
compound, in suitable form for administration 
or application for mitigation, alleviation or 
cure of disease or pathological state or condi- 
tions of man or of other animals. 

(f£) “Crude drugs,’ means drugs that have 
‘not been changed by manufacture, except by

cleansing, garbling or trimming. Crude drugs — 


are usually dried or dessicated and they may 
be rasped, chipped, broken, ground and pow- 
dered. They may be of vegetable, of animal 
of mineral origin. 

(g) “Pharmacy, ’ where not limit- 
ed, means the place registered by the board 
where drugs, medicines, chemicals and poisons 
are dispensed, compounded or retailed. 

(h) “College,” means any legally incorpor- 
ated college, school of pharmacy, or depart- 
ment of pharmacy of a university, registered 
by the regents as complying with the require- 
ments as set forth in this act. 

(1) “Pharmacology,’ is the science that 
treats of drugs and medicines; their origin, 
commerce, preparation, administration and ef- 
fect, and comprises the sciences of pharmacy, 
chemistry, pharmacognosy and such other 
branches as are taught in a college of phar- 
macy. | 

(j) “Formulary” means the latest edition 
of the National Formulary. (N. F.) 

(k) “Pharmacopoeia,” when. not otherwise 
limited means the latest edition of the Phar- 
macopeeia of the United States. (U.S. P.) 

(1) “Physician,” “dentist,” and “veterinar- 
ian,” means registered practitioners who per- 
form their professional duties as required by 
the laws of the State. 

(m) “The State,” unless otherwise limited 
means the State of California. | 

(n) “Inspector,” shall mean a duly author- 
ized officer of the board acting under the 
direction of the board. 

(o) “Rules,” where not otherwise limited 
~ means the rules and regulations of the board. 

(p) “Accredited school,” means a_ high 
school or other institution of learning which 
qualifies students to enter upon the freshman 
year of studies in the academic departments 
of the of California without exam- 
ination. 


(q) “Aét,” unless otherwise limited shall 


mean the present act to regulate the. practice 
of pharmacy in the State of California. 
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(r) “Chemicals,” when not otherwise limited 
means the chemical substances used as medi- 
cine. 

(s) “Poisons,” where not otherwise limited 
means any drug, medicine or chemical or 


other substance, fatal. or dangerous to adult 


human life in quantities of sixty grains or 
less. 


(t) “Governor,” shall mean the Gowen of 
the State of California. 


Section 8. An act entitled “An act to regu- 
late the practice of pharmacy in the State 


of California” approved March 20, 1905, and 


all amendments thereto and all acts and parts 


of acts in conflict therewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 9. This act shall take effect imme- 
diately upon its passage. 


The framers of the above act ideared 
to include the pure drugs act but were 
persuaded to desist from so doing by 
the attorneys consulted (Pidwell Rosen- 
heim and Gardner). 

The measure was introduced in the 
Assembly through the efforts of John 
T. Pidwell and J. G. Munson, chairman 
of the legislative committee of the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association. 
Just as soon as the measure was intro- 
duced and ordered printed, the oppo- 
nents to progressive pharmacy became 
active and proceeded to cut it to pieces, 
among them being some who earlier 
loudly proclaimed themselves in its 
favor. <A substitute bill was drawn up - 
which was also introduced by Bohnet 
and which is known as Assembly Bill 
No. 1044. This, after it was ordered 
printed, underwent many changes at 
the hands of various interested parties. 
We hereby give Bill No. 1044 in order 
that all who are interested may make 
comparisons: 

Assembly Bill No. 1044 
Assembly Bill No. 1044.— An Act to Regu- 
late the Practice of Pharmacy in the 
State of California and to Provide a 
Penalty for the Violation Thereof; and 
for the Appointment of a Board to Be 
Known as the California State Board of 
Pharmacy; and to \Repeal an Act. En- 
titled “An Act to Regulate the Practice 
of Pharmacy in the State of Califor- 


nia,” Approved March 20, 1905, and All 
Amendments Thereto. | 
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The People of the State of California, Repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do 
Enact as Follows: 

ARTICLE I 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to practice as a pharmacist of the first 
class, pharmacist of the second class, assistant 
pharmacist, apprentice or storekeeper, or to 
engage in, conduct, carry on or be employed in 
the dispensing, compounding, or retailing of 
drugs, chemicals, medicines, prescriptions, or 
poisons within this State, without first obtain- 
ing a license or temporary permit from the 
State Board of Pharmacy as hereinafter pre- 
scribed. Every place in which drugs, chemi- 


cals, medicines, prescriptions or poisons are 
retailed, or dispensed, or compounded, shall 


be a pharmacy; shall be under the personal 
supervision of a pharmacist, and shall be an- 
nually registered in the month of July, by the 
board; and conducted in full compliance with 
the law and rules of said board. 


Section 2. A pharmacist of the first class. 


is a person who obtains a license as such from 
the Board of Pharmacy and is empowdered 
under this act to carry on or conduct or 
take charge of a pharmacy and to dispense, 
compound or retail drugs, chemicals, medi- 
cines, prescriptions or poisons within the 
State. 

Section 3. A pharmacist of the second class 
is a person who obtains a license as such 
from the Board of Pharmacy and is empow- 
ered under this act to carry on or conduct or 
take charge of a pharmacy and to dispense, 


compound or retail drugs, chemicals, medicines, 


prescriptions or poisons within the State. Both 
the pharmacists of the first and second class 
will be entitled to conduct pharmacies either 
as proprietors, managers or clerks. 

Section 4. Assistant pharmacists may pre- 
pare or dispense receipts or prescriptions and 
perform such other duties as are performed 
by a pharmacist, under the direction of the 
pharmacist, and they may take charge of the 
pharmacy during the temporary absence of the 
pharmacist, but they may not conduct or carry 
on a pharmacy for themselves. 

Section 5. Apprentices may be employed in 
accordance with the requirements of this act 
and the rules, in registered pharmacies and 
may receive instruction in the practice of phar- 
macy and pharmacology. Apprentices may 
prepare or dispense receipts or prescriptions, 
may sell or furnish medicines or poisons in 
the presence of and under the immediate per- 
sonal supervision of a pharmacist, who must 
be either the proprietor or in the actual employ 
of the proprietor. 


The proprietor as principal shall be equally 


liable for violations of this article by the 
assistant pharmacist and by his apprentices 
or his unlicensed employees. Other unli- 
censed assistants may be employed in regis- 
tered pharmacies for other purposes than the 
practice of pharmacy and pharmacology and 
the dispensing, compounding and retailing of 
drugs, chemicals, medicines, prescriptions or 


‘poisons. 


section 6. It shall be lawful for a pharma- 
cist to take, use and exhibit the titles pharma- 
cist and registered pharmacy and to have 
charge of, engage in, conduct or carry on for 
himself or for another, the dispensing, com- 
pounding or sale of drugs, chemicals, medi- 
cines, prescriptions or poisons anywhere within 
the State. 

Section 7. It shall be lawful for the store- 
keeper in conformity with the rules to take, 
use and exhibit the titles certified store- 
keeper and registered store and to sell medi- 


cines and poisons as hereinafter provided in | 


a village or place of the State that has no 
pharmacy within three miles of it as provided 


in this act. 


Section 8. Every person practicing as a 
pharmacist must at all times display his li- 
cense conspicuously in his place of business. 
The proprietor of every pharmacy, or store, 
shall annually in the month of June report 


under oath to the board any facts required | 


by the board, shall pay the registration fee 
and shall receive a certificate of registration 
that must be conspicuously displayed at all 


times in the pharmacy or store with all li- 


censes. 


Section 9. Every person holding a certifi- 
cate from said board shall renew annually 
their registration with said board; and every 
registered pharmacist, and every registered as- 
sistant pharmacist who desires to retain his 
registration on the books of the Board of 
Pharmacy in this State shall annually, after 


the expiration of the first year’s registration 


and on or before the first day of July of 
each succeeding year, pay to the secretary of 
the Board of Pharmacy a renewal fee, to be 


fixed by the board, which shall not exceed 


two dollars for registered pharmacists of the 
first and second class and one dollar for regis- 
tered assistant pharmacist, in return for which 
fee a renewal certificate of registration shall 
be issued. In case any person defaults in 
payments of said fee his or her registration 
may be revoked by the Board of Pharmacy 
on sixty days notice, in writing from the secre- 
tary, unless within said time the fee is paid, 
together with such penalty not exc®eding ten 
dollars, as the board may impose. Upon pay- 
ment of said fee and penalty the board must 
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reinstate the delinquent’s registration. 

Section 10. In towns, precincts and vil- 
lages that do not have within three miles a 
pharmacy, the following persons may sell medi- 
cines and poisons under the following con- 
ditions : 

Storekeepers may in accordance with the 
rules of this Board of Pharmacy sell medicines 
and poisons as provided in this act upon the 
payment of an annual fee of three dollars. 
The storekeeper’s certificate is limited to the 
town, precinct or village where the store- 
keeper resides and the poisons so sold may 
be limited to certain classes of poisons sold in 
original packages and put up under the super- 
vision of a licensed pharmacist whose name 
and business address is displayed on the pack- 
age. 

ARTICLE II 
State Board of Pharmacy. | 

Section 1. The Governor shall appoint five 
persons who shall be qualified as hereinafter 
set forth and who shall be known as the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Pharmacy. 

Section 2. No one shall be eligible to mem- 


bership on the board unless he is (1) a citizen 


of the United States and the State of Cali- 
fornia; (2) is actually engaged in the practice 
of pharmacy for at least ten years in the State 
of California. Each of the candidates shall 
present proof of such qualifications to the 
‘Governor. | | 

Section 3. Each member before beginning 


~ his term of office shall take and file with the 


Secretary of State the constitutional oath of 
office. 

Section 4. They shall hold office for the 
term of five years and until their successors 
are appointed and have qualified; provided 
that the first five members of the board ap- 
pointed by the Governor, as above set forth, 
shall so classify themselves by lot that one of 
them shall go out of office July 1, 1912, one 
shall go out of office July 1, 1913, one shall go 
out of office July 1, 1914, one shall go out 
of office July 1, 1915, and one shall go out 
of office July 1, 1916, and an entry of such 
classification shall be made in the minutes of 
the board, signed by them and a duplicate 
thereof shall be filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State. In case of vacancy in the 
Board of Pharmacy, the Governor shall fill 
the same by appointing from among those 
qualified as above set forth, a member to serve 
for the remainder of the term only. The 
office of the board shall be located in Sacra- 
mento. The board shall organize by electing 
a president, vice-president, secretary and a 
treasurer. 

Section 5. The secretary and treasurer shall 


each give a satisfactory bond to the Board of 
Pharmacy in a sum not less than two thousand 
($2,000.00) dollars and such greater sum as 
the board may from time to time require for 
the faithful discharge of their eer du- 
ties. 
Section 6. The Governor. may remove any 
member of the board for misconduct, inca- 
pacity or neglect of duty. 

Section 7. Board members when on actual 
duty shall receive ten dollars per diem and 
actual mileage. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the board 


in its rooms to preserve a record of all li- 
censes and certificates which shall be open to 
public inspection and shall have in all legal 
proceedings the same weight of evidence that 
is given to a record of conveyance of lands. 
It shall render annually to the Governor a 


report of all its proceedings during the pre- 


ceding year. 
Section 9. Books, records, papers and other 


properties of the State Board of Pharmacy © 


and of each branch thereof abolished by this 
act shall when this act goes into effect be 
transferred to the State Board of Pharmacy, 


- organized under and in pursuance of the pro- 


visions of this act and shall be preserved by 
the board. 


Section 10. It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer to keep a faithful accounting of all 


moneys received and expended by the board, 


and he shall each year on the first day of May 
prepare and submit to the board an itemized 


accounting of all moneys received and expend- 


ed under this act. 


Section 11. The secretary shall have the 


same qualifications as a member but shall not 
be a member. He shall be elected by the 


board, shall hold office during their pleasure 


and shall receive an annual salary of not more 
than twenty-four hundred dollars, payable 
from the moneys received under this act. He 
shall be the executive officer of the board 
and shall have such powers and shall perform 
such duties as shall be prescribed by the 
board. The secretary in office when ‘this ar- 
ticle takes effect shall continue in office until 
his successor has been elected as above pro- 
vided. 

Section 12. The clerks, stenographers, in- 
spectors and employees of the State Board of 


Pharmacy in office when this act takes effect 


shall be transferred to the department. The 
rules of the board, made as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall specify the number of clerks, 
stenographers, inspectors and employees, neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this act. 
The clerks, stenographers, inspectors and em- 
ployees transferred to the department as above 
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provided, or hereafter. employed, shall be 


subject to the same rules as to appointment and © 


service as the other employees of the depart- 
ment. They shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the board and their compensation shall be 
fixed by the board. 

Section 13. All fees, fines, penalties and 
other moneys derived from the operation of 
this act shall be paid into the State treasury 
and the Legislature shall at each session ap- 
propriate for the board an amount sufficient 
to pay all proper expenses incurred pursuant 


to this article. All funds in the custody of 


the State Board of Pharmacy when this act 


takes effect shall be immediately turned over 
to the department and shall be available for 


the payment of all proper expenses of the 


board, until an appropriation is made by the 


Legislature as above provided. When such 
appropriation is so made the unexpended bal- 
ance of the funds so turned over to the de- 


partment shall be paid into the state treasury, 


to be expended as in the case of other moneys 
derived from the operation of this act. 
Section 14. Prior to October Ist the board 


shall annually elect from its members, its 


president, vice-president and treasurer, for the 
calendar year, and shall hold one or more 


meetings each year. At any meeting a ma- 


jority shall constitute a quorum; but questions 
prepared by the board may be grouped and 
edited, or answered papers of candidates may 
be examined and marked by committees duly 
authorized by the board. 

Section 15. The board shall have power: 

(a) To regulate the practice of pharmacy 
and pharmacology in conformity with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(b) To regulate the sale of drugs, chemicals, 
medicines and poisons in conformity to law. 

(c) To issue licenses, certificates and tem- 
porary permits limited to definite areas, and 
definite periods of time, and to collect the fees 
provided by this act. 

(d) To investigate alleged violations of the 
provisions of this act, to conduct hearings in 
respect ‘thereto when, in its discretion, it ap- 
pears to be necessary, and to bring the same 
to the notice of the district attorney. 

(e) To make such rules and regulations, 
not inconsistent with the laws of the State 
as may be necessary for the proper enforce- 
ment of the intent of this act. 

(f) To issue from time to time aren ON or 
pamphlets of information on poisons and their 
antidotes, preventive medicines, new and non- 
official remedies, misbranded and adulterated 
drugs and on such other topics as may seem 
desirable for the information of the public. 
Such circulars or pamphlets shall be published 
in the drug journals of the State. 


Section 16. The board or any committee 
thereof may employ counsel, and may compel 
the attendance of witnesses, administer oaths, 
and may take testimony and proofs concerning 
all matters within its jurisdiction. The board 
shall make such rules as may be necessary 
for the proper performance of its duty, but no 
rule which has been adopted by the board shall 
be amended, suspended or repealed except by 
a majority of the board. Notice of such 
amendments, suspensions and repeals shall be 
mailed to every registered pharmacist in the 
State. 

Section 17. Satisfactory evidence verified 
by oath shall be required by the board of all 
candidates for admission to the examinations. 

Licenses as referred. to in Article 1, Section 
1, of this act shall be granted by the State 


Board of Pharmacy only upon the conditions 3 


herein set forth. 
(a) Pharmacist of the first Jess The board 


shall admit to the examination for pharmacist 


of the first class any candidate that pays a fee 
of ten dollars and who 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has received the diploma of graduation 
from a college of pharmacy, or an equivalent 
diploma or degree from a school or college 
in the United States or in any other country, 
registered with the board as meeting the mini- 
mum requirements of this act. 

(4) Has had four years of experience, the 
actual time satisfactorily spent at a college to 
be counted as experience. The practical ex- 
perience or experience outside of a college 
must be obtained in a registered pharmacy 
where physicians’ prescriptions are compound- 
ed, or in pharmaceutical and chemical labora- 
tories where not less than one hundred 
pharmacopceial and National Formulary prep- 
arations, including the making of tinctures, 
fluid extracts, chemical and galenical prepara- 
tions, are compounded during a calendar year. 
One year of such experience must have been 
within four years of the date of application. 

(b) Pharmacist of the second class. The 
board shall admit to examination for pharma- 
cist of the second class any candidate who 
pays a fee of ten dollars and who 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has had four years experience in a 
pharmacy in the United States, or who shall 
present satisfactory evidence to the said board 
that they have had twenty years actual ex- 
perience in the practice of pharmacy. 

(c) Assistant pharmacist. They shall ad- 
mit to the examination for assistant pharma- 
cist any candidate who pays a fee of five dol- 
lars and who 
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(1) Is more than eighteen years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has the preliminary education required 
to enter a college of pharmacy. 

(4) Has had three years’ experience, one 
year of which experience within five years of 
the date of application, must have been in a 
pharmacy in the United States under the 
personal supervision of a pharmacist. The 
actual time spent in a college of pial 
shall be counted as experience. 

(d) Apprentice. They shall register for 
apprentice any candidate who pays a fee of 
one dollar and who 

(1) Is more than fifteen years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

(3) Has begun an apprenticeship for the 
term of practical experience required by this 
article. 

(4) Has the preliminary education required 
by the rules of the board. 

(e) Storekeeper. They shall admit to the 
examination for storekeeper any candidate 
who pays a fee of three dollars and who 

(1) Is more than twenty-one years of age. 

(2) Is of good moral character. 

Section 18. Manner of conducting examina- 


tion. The board shall prepare as required 


suitable questions for thorough examination 


in pharmacy and pharmacology, both written 
and practical. | 


Examinations for license shall be given 


in at least two convenient places in the 
State and at least three times annually, in 
accordance with the rules. When an appli- 
cant has successfully passed the examin- 
ations and is recommended for license, the 
board shall issue to him a license to prac- 
tice according to the qualifications of the ap- 
plicant. Every license shall be issued by the 
board under seal and shall be signed by each 
member of the board and by the secretary. 
Applicants examined, and licensed by other 
state examining boards maintaining standards 
that require five years’ actual experience may 
without further examination, on payment of 
twenty dollars to the board and on submitting 
such evidence as they may require, receive 
from them an endorsement of their licenses 
and diplomas conferring all rights and privi- 
leges of a license of pharmacist of the second 
class. 

Before any license or certificate is issued it 
shall be numbered and properly recorded, and 
its number shall be noted in the license or 
certificate. The board may revoke a license 
or annul a certificate for cause. 

Section 19. Rules. The board shall pro- 
vide by its rules 

1. For the examination, certification and 


registration of apprentices and storekeepers. 

2. For the accomplishment of the trusts re- 
posed in them by this act and by any other 
law of the State. 

Section 20. Licenses issued by former 
boards. All licenses and certificates of exam- 
ination, issued to licensees for former boards 
of pharmacy, shall be in full force until re- 
voked by the board for cause. 

ARTICLE III 

Revocation of Licenses. Penalties. Repeal of 

Previous Acts. Definitions. Exemption 

from Jury Duty. 

Section 1. No license or certificate shall be 
granted to any applicant convicted of felony, 


or who is addicted to the use of alcoholic — 
liquors or narcotic drugs to such an extent 


as to render him unfit to practice pharmacy or 
pharmacology. Any license or certificate ob- 


tained by misrepresentation or fraud or that 


is held by any one unfit or incompetent from 
negligence, habits or other cause, may be re- 
voked after reasonable notice and an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. The willful and repeated 
violation of any of the provisions of this 
act or the rules is sufficient. cause for the re- 


vocation of a license or certificate. The li- 


cense or certificate revoked shall on formal 
notice be delivered immediately to the board. 


Section 2. The following shall be construed 


as violations of this act: 


1. No person shall procure or to attempt | 
to procure a license or certificate for himself 


or for any other person by making or causing 
to be made, any false representations. 

2. No pharmacist shall permit the com- 
pounding and dispensing of prescriptions of 
medical practitioners in his pharmacy by any 


unlicensed person or persons, except in the 


presence of and under the immediate personal 
supervision of a pharmacist. 

3. No unlicensed person shall prepare or 
dispense a medical prescription or physician’s, 
dentist’s, or veterinarian’s prescription, or dis- 
pense or sell at retail poisons or medicines 
except under the immediate personal super- 
vision of a pharmacist whose license 1s dis- 
played in the pharmacy. 

4. No person shall represent himself to be 
licensed who shall have failed to procure a 
license as required by this act. 

5. No person shall intentionally prevent or 
knowingly refuse to permit any board member 


or inspector or other authorized board officer. 


or agent to enter a pharmacy, or store for the 
purpose of lawful inspection. 

Section 3. All persons registered under this 
act as pharmacists and actively engaged as 
pharmacists shall be exempt from jury duty. 

Section 4. This acf shall not apply to 
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the practice of a physician that is not the 


proprietor of a pharmacy, or store, or that is . 


not in the employ of such a proprietor. It 
shall not prevent physicians from supplying 
their patients with such articles as the phy- 
sician deems proper. This act shall not be 
construed as precluding the ownership of a 
pharmacy by an unlicensed person, firm or 
corporation provided such pharmacy be con- 
ducted in accordance with the provisions of 
said act. | | 

This act shall furthermore not apply: 
1. To the sale of drugs, medicines, chemicals, 
prescriptions Or poisons at wholesale when not 
for the use or consumption of the purchaser. 

2. To the sale of poisoned grain, paris green, 
white hellebore and other poisons for de- 
_ stroying injurious insects and other pests when 


sold in the original packages, bearing the label 


prescribed by law. 
3. To the sale of any substance for use in 
the arts. | 
4. To the sale by general storekeepers of 
the articles, to wit: Ammonia, ammonia 


water, bicarbonate of soda, borax, camphor, 


castor oil, cream of tartar, dye stuffs, essence 
of peppermint, essence of winter green, non- 
poisonous flavoring essences or _ extracts, 
glycerin, licorice, olive oil, sal ammoniac, salt- 
peter, sal soda, epsom salt, rochelle salt, sul- 
phur, cod liver oil, vaseline, petroleum jellies, 
oil of origanum, oil of spike, oil of lard, flax- 
seed, rock candy, butter color, malt extract, 
extract of beef, iron and wine, extract of 
witch hazel, quinine, cathartic pills, seidlitz 
powders, bay rum, perfumes, toilet water, tur- 
meric, talcum powder, composition powder, 
plasters, copperas, alum, gum arabic, lithia 
water, chloride of lime, essence of Jamaica 
ginger, salves, peroxide of hydrogen, turpen- 
tine, caraway, fennel, cumin. 

5. Nor does this act apply to registered 
trademarked or copyrighted proprietary medi- 
cines registered in the United States patent 
office, nor to the sale of proprietary medicines, 
when manufactured under the supervision of 
a registered pharmacist, in the State of Cali- 
fornia, for which trademarks may have been 
filed with the Secretary of the State of Cali- 
fornia by merchants possessing a license issued 
by the board of pharmacy, as described in 
this act. 

Section 5. This act shall comprehend and 
include all prior acts regulating the practice 
of pharmacy. However the provisions of this 
act shall not be construed so as to affect or 
impair any act done or any right accruing, 
accrued or acquired, or any penalty, forfeiture 
or punishment incurred prior to the time when 
this act or any part thereof takes effect, under 


or by virtue of the law or laws amended by 
such act; but the same may be asserted, en- 
forced, prosecuted or inflicted, as fully and 
to the same extent as if this act did not exist. 
Neither shall this act affect pending actions 
for proceedings, civil or criminal, brought by 
or against the board, as the same was con- 
stituted prior to the taking effect of this act, 
but such actions or proceedings shall be prose- 
cuted or defended to a final conclusion, in the 
same manner, by the board as provided by this 
act or by the officers having jurisdiction in 
respect thereto; and provided further that this 
act shall not affect the right of any person to 
take the examinations of the board to qualify 
for pharmacist who was registered as appren- 
tice or assistant pharmacist in the State of 
California prior to the passage. of this act. 


Section 6. Any person, firm or corporation — 


who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine not to exceed five hundred ($500) dollars, 
or by punishment in the county jail for not 
more than. six (6) months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Section 7. (a) “Board” when not otherwise 
limited, means the California State Board of 
Pharmacy. | 
(b) “Drugs,” means all substances, whether 
official or unofficial, intended for or used 
for the mitigation, alleviation or cure of 
disease and pathological states or conditions of 
man or of other animals. © 

(c) “Medicines,” where not otherwise limit- 
ed means any substance, simple, complex or 
compound, in suitable form for administration 
or application for mitigation, alleviation or 
cure of disease or pathological state or condi- 
tions of man or of other animals. : 

(d) “Crude drugs,” means drugs that have 
not been changed by manufacture, except by 
cleansing, garbling or trimming. - Crude drugs 
are usually dried or dessicated and they may 
be rasped, chipped, broken, ground and pow- 
dered. They may be of vegetable, of animal 
or of mineral origin. 

(e) “Pharmacy,” where not otherwise 
limited, means the place registered by the 
board where drugs, medicines, chemicals and 
poisons are dispensed, compounded or re- 
tailed. | 

(f) “Pharmacology,” is the science that 
treats of drugs and medicines; their origin, 
commerce, preparation, administration and ef- 
fect, and comprises the sciences of pharmacy, 
chemistry, pharmacognosy and such other 


branches as are taught in a college of phar- 


macy. 
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(g) “Formulary” means the latest edition of 
the National Formulary. (N. F.) 


~ (h) “Pharmacopeeia,” when not otherwise 


limited means the latest edition of the Phar- ~- 


macopceia of the United States. (U.S. P.) 
(i) “Physician,” “dentist,” and “veterinar- 
ian,” means registered practitioners who per- 
form their professional duties as required by 
the laws of the State. 

- (j) “The State,” unless otherwise limited 
means the State of California. 

(k) “Inspector,” shall mean a duly author- 
ized officer of the board acting under the 
direction of the board. 

(1) “Rules,” where not otherwise limited 
means the rules and regulations of the board. 

(m) Colleges, A college as defined in this 
act shall conform to the minimum require- 
ments of the American Conference of Phar- 
maceutical Faculties. 

(n) “Act,” unless otherwise limited shall 
mean the present act to regulate the practice 
of pharmacy in the State of California. 

(o) “Chemicals,” when not otherwise limit- 


ed means the chemical substances used as 


medicine. | 

(p) “Poisons,” where not otherwise limited 
means any drug, medicine or chemical or other 
substance, fatal or dangerous to adult human 
life in quantities of sixty grains or less. 

~(q) “Governor,” shall mean the Governor 
of the State of California. 

Section 8. An act entitled “An act to regu- 
late the practice of pharmacy in the State of 
California” approved March 20, 1905, and all 
amendments thereto and all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict therewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect imme- 
diately upon its passage.

PHARMACY BILLS 
Eleven bills have been introduced in 


the: Legislature pertaining to phar- 


macy. They are numbered as _ fol- 
lows: Assembly Bills Nos. 602, 750, 
751, 752; 753, 754, 755, 900, 1044 and 
IOOI. 
being drawn up by the committee on 
medical and dental laws, the number of 
which is not known at this time. In- 
cidentally we might mention that there 
were two bills introduced in the in- 
terest of the general dealer by As- 
semblymen Wilson and Gaylord, num- 
bered 602 and 1001. 

The proponents of these bills proved 
to be very active, so much so that the 
committee on medical and dental laws, 
to which these many bills were re- 


ferred, became confused, and in order. 


to satisfy all concerned, they decided 
to make a substitute bill. This. com- 
mittee no doubt is honest in trying to 
make a bill to satisfy the pharmacists, 
the Board of Pharmacy, the general 
dealer, and, first and last, all the people 
who must be protected first, last and 
all the time. 

‘The committee on medical and den- 
tal laws is responsible for this substi- 
tute bill, and if their bill becomes an 
act to regulate the practice of phar- 
macy, the pharmacists of California 


There is also a substitute bill 
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must be satisfied and must forever hold 
their peace. 

In substitute bill we regret very 
much that the requirements to take 
the assistant examination was not 
adopted as in bill No. 1044. If this 
standard was required in the substi- 
tute bill we undoubtedly would have 
carried with it the interchange of cer- 
tificates as in bill No. 1044. As the sub- 
stitute bill stands no standard of edu- 
cational requirements is defined. 

In the minds of all progressive 
pharmacists the preliminary require- 
ment to take the board examinations 
should be specifically defined in the 


law, and should not be left wide open 


as in the present pharmacy law. 

Two of the most important amend- 
ments in the substitute bill are that 
the board shall serve at the pleasure 
of the Governor and that all monies 
collected by the board must be de- 
posited with the State Treasurer every 
month, these monies to be checked out 
_by warrant on the State Treasury. 


As we go to press, the amendments 


to the present pharmacy law, intro- 
duced by the Board of Pharmacy, have 
passed the Senate and are now being 
considered with the substitute bill at 


present in the Medical and Dental 
Laws Committee.

It will be 
necessary for the prospective pharma- 
cist of 1915 to be graduated from an 
accredited high school before he will 
be eligible for matriculation in the 
California College of Pharmacy, Uni- 
versity of California.

BOARD DIFFICULTIES IN ILLINOIS 
My dear Doctor: on 
“Yempora Mutantur!”’ 

Time was when I would have taken 
issue with Prof. Remington’s talk at 
the Minnesota meeting against the 
pharmacists paying for the adminis- 
tration of the pharmacy law, and my 
reason for this was that by paying for 
the maintenance of the law, the phar- 
macists had a voice in the selection of 
the board members. Since then Illi- 


-nois pharmacists had a voice for three 


years in naming the board members, 
and the Governor acts as if he were 
deaf, has not made any appointments 
at all for reasons best known to him- 
self. Three of our five members are 
holdovers. Today I am frank to say 
it would be better if the appointing 
arrangement was taken away from the 
Governor and given to almost any 
public body—university regents or 
anybody who, as the Governor, does 
not fear his own shadow in making 
appointments or to anybody who has 
no political debts to square. The 
time was when we needed legislative 
workers to obtain good laws; now we 
need the utmost care that we do not 
get too many and too burdensome 
laws. If the Foster bill is not amended 
and stripped of insignificant technicali- 
ties, and should it become a law, there 
would not be a druggist in the United 
States who could not be fined $500 a 
day the year round, and, mind you, 
the judge imposing the fine has no 
choice, he must make the fine $500 
and not a cent less. For what? For 
not recording the sale at retail of any 
opiums, cocaine, coca leaves, chloral, 
cannabis, their salts, derivatives or 
preparations. If I sell five cents worth 
of paregoric or by chance have a pre- 
scription with twenty drops of pare- 


goric in it, and fail to report it—soaked 


$500. If the law confined itself to 


sales at wholesale, it would be a differ- 
ent proposition; and every retailer 
“must give a bond. Great heavens! 


whither are we drifting! As I started 
out, “Tempora mutantur.” Indeed, 


times do change, and circumstances 


alter our views and opinions. 
I trust you will give space to the 


above, even. if you don’t agree with 


my argument. I like this about you, 
that your journal is open to all sides 
of a question, pro et con.

THE PURITY OF DRUGS 
By Arthur W. Reum, Ph. B. 


There seems to be an opinion at 
large that most of the adulterating of 
drugs and foods is committed by man- 
ufacturers. This, I believe, is some- 


what unjust at the present time, and 
is founded on conditions which existed 


prior to the enactment of the National 
food and drugs act, and similar acts 
by the various states. 

- While there are no doubt manufac- 
turers who make a practice of adul- 
terating drugs, there are many more 
who rejoice at the passage of the law 
which enables them to do a strictly 
honest business, and still be able to 
compete with unscrupulous dealers. 
The writer has the confidential state- 
ment of one, who is very familiar with 
the trade, that to his knowledge only 
in a few cases is the pure food and 
drugs law wilfully violated. 

Such conditions as were in vogue up 
to six years ago were detrimental to 
the pursuit of an upright business. It 
has been frankly declared that one 
was compelled to adulterate in order 
to compete with trade conditions. 
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Conditions are now more favorable 
to dealers whose object is to supply 
a good quality of drugs; nor do these 
merchants supply pure goods through 
fear of punishment in consequence of 


violation of the laws, but rather be- 


cause they know that the only re- 
liable way to build up a profitable and 
lasting business is to furnish a quality 
of goods which is pure and true to 
label. 

At a recent meeting of druggists in 
Minneapolis, one of the speakers men- 


tioned the fact that ground olive pits 
- were used to adulterate pepper. At the 


State Fair a sample of pepper, adul- 
terated with ground olive pits, was ex- 
hibited by the State Pure Food Com- 


-mission with the following statement 


on the label: “This article cannot be 
found on the market today.” This 


indeed shows a decided improvement 
in one of the formerly much adulter- 


ated lines of drugs, namely, the spices. 

Thus far I have stated two things 
which have had an influence in im- 
proving the quality of drugs and foods. 
I will now discuss very briefly some 
facts concerning drugs as they appear 
in commerce. 

Strictly speaking, many ‘drugs as 
they appear in commerce do not come 
up to the U. S. P. standard. Nearly 
all leaf drugs and most fruits contain 
a notable percentage of stems and 
other parts of the plant from which 


a very good example, as it always con- 
tains stems and old worthless leaves. 
Cubeb affords another good illustra- 
tion. Some samples of flowering tops 
have an amount of stems and basal 
leaves that would make it impossible 
to meet the definition, “The dried tops 
of,” etc. 

These are conditions which result 
from the manner in which drugs are 


collected and cannot be remedied by 


law. As courts usually interpret 
standards literally and since the Phar- 
macopceia makes no provision for any 


Buchu leaves 


foreign matter, as stems, undeveloped 
berries, etc., in its definitions, some 
such provision should be made stating 
the amount of foreign matter allowable 


in the drug, provided that it will not 


lower the strength of the article. For 
example, according to the pure food 
standard, cloves should not contain 
more than five per cent of clove stems. 
Some such statement in the text of the 
Pharmacopeceia would suffice. 

That these particles of stems are en- | 
tirely inert is to be doubted, as in 
many drugs other parts of the plant 


are used beside that which is official. 


The seeds of stramonium also contain 
alkaloid, and it has been proved that 
belladonna stems are not without the 
active principle. A small addition of 
such material where it is practically 
unavoidable is not open to serious ob-. 
jection, except from the physical ap-— 
pearance of the drug. 
Some of the drugs which usually 

contain a small percentage of stems 
and undeveloped fruit are: Buchu, 
belladonna, cubeb, cloves, digitalis, all- 
Spice, pepper, senna, and wintergreen 
leaves. Capsicum in the U. S. P. is 
defined as being the fruit of C. fasti- 
giatum, while the capsicum of com- 
merce is the fruit of several species or 
varieties. In the case of cinchona the 
Pharmacopeeia has admitted several 


species and varieties under the group 


names red cinchona and yellow cinch- 
ona. Why should it not do likewise 
in the case of capsicum? 
_ The following table will serve to. il- 
lustrate what one may expect to find 
in commercially collected drugs:

DOES YOUR STOCK COMPLY WITH 
REQUIREMENTS OF CALIFOR- 
NIA PURE DRUGS LAW? 


Coffin Redington Co. of San Francisco 
have sent a circular to the druggists of 
California which we hereby quote, as it 
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contains valuable information, espe- 


cially valuable to those who. have not 
quite wakened to the State pure drugs 
law: 


You are no doubt aware that inspectors 
from the State Board of Health are making 
an active canvass over the entire State of 
California, examining the stocks of retail 
druggists. 
We would suggest that you inspect your 
stock carefully and see that every proprie- 
tary article you offer for sale has a guaranty 


and serial number attached. See that the 
alcohol percentage is named on labels of all 


pharmaceuticals, elixirs, tinctures, etc., and 
on your own preparations as well. a 

‘If you have any patents manufactured 
prior to June, 1906, for which stickers were 


sent you and attached to the outside .wrap- 


per only, you do not comply with the. law. 


Similar stickers should be on the bottles as 


well. 
Headache remedies particular 


scrutiny. See if extravagant.statements are 
on the label, advertising them as. a 
cure for any kind of headache. If so, this is 
unlawful and mislabeled. The number of 
grains of acetanilid, acetphenetidin, phen- 
_acetine, etc., contained in each ounce of the 


preparation should appear on the wrapper 


and label. 


Examine carefully all articles containing 
opium, morphine,.codeine and heroin. See 
if the percentage named is greater than al- 


lowed under the poison law. 


If you have any goods on hand that you 


are in doubt as to the correct labeling, take 


them off your shelves. Write to us and we 


will gladly help you out whether goods 


were purchased from us or not. You may 
hold such goods until the inspector calls 


if you prefer, and he will instruct you what 


to do. You are amenable to the law only 
for such goods as you offer for sale. 

Our representative had a conference with 
the State Board of Health at Sacramento 
on the 4th of February, and found them 
most liberal in the interpretation and exe- 
cution of the law. However, the President 
of the Board called attention to the fact 
of the State law. being operative since Janu- 
ary 1, 1908 (three years), and all druggists 


must admit that ample time has been al- 


lowed to get their stocks in a legally perfect 
condition and you must do it.

Soya Bean as a Rubber Substitute.—Ac- 
cording to a Frankfort publication, a Ger- 
man patent has been secured for the manu- 
facture from the soya bean of a product to 


take the place of rubber. The process con- © 


sists in the reduction of the oil of a soya 
bean to a thick, tough liquid through the 
addition of nitric acid. After further treat- 
ment with alkaloid solutions, the mixture 


is- heated to 150 degrees, giving a tough, 


highly elastic product similar to rubber, 
which can be vulcanized by the same 


process as rubber, according to advices 


from United States Consul General Frank 
D. Hill, Frankfort-on-Main. 

Numerous attempts have been made in 
the past to manufacture artificial rubber and 
processes, which in the laboratory gave ex- 


cellent results, but have been found im- 
practicable on account of high cost. 


Whether this latest, method will be success- 


ful remains to be proved. However, the 


fact that the soya bean is being experi- 
mented with is illustrative of the fact that 
it is beginning to be known in Germany, 
where it is now imported free of duty. 

_ The bean is cultivated in the hinterland 
of Kiaochaw, the German leased territory 
in China, as well as in Manchuria. Its in- 
creased commercial importance would help 
develop the province and bring new life to 
Tsingtau as a port.—Paint, Oil and Drug 
Rev. 


Harmless: Coloring Matter.—(S. W. H., 
Berkeley, Cal.)—The Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, in F. I. D. 76, authorizes the 
use of the following list of coal-tar dyes, 
when made specifically for use in foods and 
when bearing a guarantee from the manu- 


facturer that they are free from subsidiary 
products.

York. As to their permanency, it should be 
remembered that this depends on the degree 
of acidity or alkalinity of the solution.— 
Practical Druggist. 


The Hot Water Bottle—The hot water 


bottle may be made to serve several useful 
purposes. Filled with small pieces of 


cracked ice, it takes the place of an ice 


cap. In congestive headaches it may be 
filled with cold water and applied to the 
forehead or back of the neck: Leaky bot- 
tles should not be discarded. If filled with 
hot sand or salt a bottle that is not water- 


proof is still of great value. After using a 


hot water bottle and it has been drained by 


hanging mouth downward it should be in- 
flated with air before screwing in the plug. 
This keeps the walls from collapsing and 


sticking, thus causing disintegration of the 


rubber. Rubber goods should be kept dry, 
and wrinkling so far as possible prevented. 
Such goods last longer in use than when 


stored away.—Medical Summary. 


Manufacture and Distribution of Menin- 


gitis Serum.—The Rockefeller Institute for 


Medical Research now gives notice that it 


has discontinued the general distribution of 
antimeningitis serum which it has under- 


taken without charge ever since the dis- 
covery of this remedy, and will now devote 


to other lines of investigation the funds 
hitherto needed for gratuitous distribution of 
the serum, handing over to the public health 
authorities of municipalities and States, and 


to commercial establishments the routine 


preparation of the serum for general use. 
The Board of Health of the City of New 


York has undertaken the regular produc- 


tion of the serum and will provide for free 
distribution to all hospitals and to all physi- 
cians who apply for it. Statistics show that 
the death rate from cerebro-spinal menin- 


gitis has been reduced to less than one-third 


of its former amount by the early use of 
antimeningitis serum. The serum is admin- 
istered by being injected into the spinal 
canal by means of lumbar puncture, an 
operation which is also required to secure 
the fluid for bacteriologic diagnosis, and 
several separate injections are required in 
treating a patient. The effective employ- 
ment of the serum is likely therefore to 
be restricted on account of the experience 
and skill required in the administration and 
the high cost of the commercial product, 
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unless the preparation, distribution, and, 
when necessary, administration are under- 


taken by State and municipal authorities.— 
Journ. Am. Med. Assn. 


Imports and Exports of Drugs and Medi- 
cinal Chemicals.—In 1909 the importation 
of manufactured remedies and other phar- 


maceutical products was 285 tons, valued 
at $290,000 (1,140,000 marks); in 1908, 326 


tons at a value of $413,000 (1,653,000 marks). 


The exports, in 1909, were: 1,109 tons at a 


‘value of $1,994,000 (7,979,000 marks); in 


1908, 936 tons, at a value of $1,742,000 


(6,968,000 marks). The best customers are 


Austria, Russia and the United States. 


Chemical products for use in medicine 


were imported as follows: 1909, 60 tons, 
valued at $178,000 (714,000 marks); 1908, 
44 tons, valued at $133,000 (532,000 marks). 


The exportations were: 1909, 915 tons, 


valued at $3,223,000 (12,844,000 marks); 1908, 


837 tons, valued at $2,803,000 (11,212,000 


marks).—Journ Am. Med. Assn. 
Soy Bean as a Food in Diabetes.—The 


most striking point about the soy bean is 


the fact that it contains no starch, or, at 
least, a very small quantity, which is 
strange when one considers it resembles the 
various beans very closely, and all other 
varieties are extremely rich in starchy ma- 
terials. As it contains no starch, it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult. to make a bread without 
the introduction of a certain amount of 


some other flour, but Lecerf, a French phar- 


macist, is said to have made a bread which 
resembled somewhat gingerbread which 
was not at all disagreeable, and which con- 
tained no starch whatever or a very small 
percentage. Lailleux is said to have 
treated a number of cases of diabetes in 
Algiers with the soy bean with admirable 
results. The experience of Friedenwald 
and Ruhrah with the soy bean in diabetes 
extends over a series of eight cases. The 
beans may be taken as a vegetable by soak- 
ing them for from twelve to sixteen hours, 
until the skins come off, and stirring until 
the skins rise to the surface and can be 
removed. They are then boiled in salt 
water or with bacon until soft, and sea- 
soned with pepper, salt and butter and 
served hot. When the bean is not available 
the gruel flour from the soy bean is even 
more serviceable. Each ounce of this soy 
gruel flour yields about 13 grams of protein 
and 120 calories, and there are several ways 
in which it can be used: 1, as a gruel; 2, 
in broths; 3, in making biscuits. 

In the study of the authors’ eight cases 


of diabetes, the patients were placed, first, 


on an unlimited diet; second, on the re- 


stricted (usual diabetic) diet; and third, on 
restricted diet, together with the soy bean.’ 
The soy bean replaced largely the gluten 
of wheat bread, while the patient still re- 
mained on the usual diabetic diet. In nearly 
every instance, there was a marked diminu- 
tion in the glycosuria—Journ. Am. Med. 
Assn. 


Food Value of Eggs.—Recent experiments 
show that the food value of eggs is not. 
appreciated as highly as it deserves; eggs. 
deserve to be much used, both in disease 
and in health, on account of the ease with 
which they are digested, their high food 
value, and the extent to which they are ab- 
sorbed. Personal experiment has shown 
that when under a mixed or meat diet, the 
absorption of nitrogen was least; it was in- 
creased with a regimen of lightly cooked 
eggs; and slightly further increased ‘when 
the food was limited to raw eggs. Uncooked 
eggs show only a very slightly greater food 
value than those lightly cooked. The 
amount of fat which passed through the 
body unabsorbed under a diet of meat, 
cooked eggs and raw eggs was 14.39, 6.25 
and 4.09 per cent of the quantity adminis- 
tered in each case. The unabsorbed nitro- 
gen amounted to 5.22, 3.81 and 3.1 per cent, 
respectively. Eggs have a markedly higher 
food value in a mixed diet than a corre- 


sponding quantity of meat. — Deutsche

Phagocytosis Following Quinine and 
Morphine 

Smith (Lancet) experimenting with qui- 
nine, found a decided increase of phagocy- 
tosis following the application of these alka- 
loids. This is directly contradictory to 
the common belief; but when the doses of 
quinine were increased to 30 grains, pha- 
gocytosis was diminished. Smith attribut- 
ed the result to the alkaloids acting as op- 
sonins to certain microbes. These results 
did not hold with tubercle bacilli, but did 
with streptococci, bacillus coli, pneumococci, 
bacillus influenzce, and a pseudodiphtheria 
bacillus. The administration of quinine in 
the dose of a grain for each stone (14 
pounds) of the patient’s weight seems like- 
ly to strengthen the natural first line of 
defense, especially in the initial stages of 
a bacterial invasion when the invaders are 
few.—Southern Clinic.

Soda-Fountain 


Hot Egg Phosphate 
The best flavor to use with a hot egg 


phosphate is your regular orange syr- 
up, although if your customer has a 
preference, give him what he desires. 
Draw an ounce and a half of the orange 


syrup into a heavy mixing glass and 


into this break an egg, using the entire 


egg. Now add a few dashes of phos- 


phate, a few small pieces of ice (to 


assist in beating the egg), shake thor- — 


oughly, and strain into the ten ounce 
mug. 

At this stage of the process a little 
powdered nutmeg may be added if de- 


sired. Now slowly run in the boiling 


hot water, stirring briskly and con- 
stantly until the mug is full, when the 
drink is ready for serving. | 

_ These directions are very simple, yet 
all sufficient, and a fairly dextrous 
hand should make a good drink at the 
first attempt. It is essential that the 
stirring be rapid and continuous until 
the glass is filled, to prevent the egg 
from being cooked, as well as to pre- 
vent lumpiness. Some dispensers pre- 
fer to serve this in a glass, but the 
china mug is more proper, and be- 
sides it is safer. 


Hot Beef and Egg 

Into a mixing glass break an egg, 
add two teaspoonfuls of liquid beef ex- 
tract (or more if desirable), and sea- 
son with a little salt and pepper. Shake 
thoroughly and strain into a ten ounce 
mug. Thén proceed as in preparing 
a hot egg phosphate. 

Seasoning a hot drink properly has 
much to do with its palatability, hence 
practice in this respect is to be com- 
mended. Exact formulas are of little 
use, experience and practice are the 
best guides in hot drinks, and especial- 
ly the seasoning. 

A little seasoning improves a drink 
always, and according as you use 


judgment in this respect in that pro- 
portion will you be successful and your 
drinks attract trade. Never hand a 
customer a flat and insipid drink just 


for want of a little seasoning. Study 


to please your customer and don’t stick 
to your formulas too closely. | 
Hot Egg Lemonade 
Use the heavy mixing glass, drawing 
into it an ounce or more of plain syr- 
up, and squeeze into this the juice of 


one lemon. Add a few small pieces of 


ice and finally break one egg into it, 


and immediately shake very thorough- 


ly.. Then strain into a ten ounce mug 
and proceed in the same manner as 
in the above mentioned drinks. 

Here we have three really good hot 
ege drinks and they ought to be popu- 


larized. At least ten cents should be 


charged for such a drink. 

Show cards, prominently displayed, 
should advise your customers of their 
nourishing qualities and their compo- 


sition, as well as the price. Never . 
forget to advertise the price of all your 


drinks. It will prevent many embar- 
rassing situations. It will often sell a 
higher priced drink for no other rea- 
son than this; that simply because you 
advertise the price, people believe it 
is worth it. | 

On the other hand, if you do not 
advertise your price, people might or- 
der a ten-cent drink, expecting to pay 
five cents for it, causing unnecessary 


embarrassment and possibly hard feel- 
ings.—N. A. R. D. Notes.

SKIN CREAMS 
Massage Cream 
Oil of rose geranium ........ 1 dr. 
Oil of bitter almonds ....... 1 dr. 


Add the ammonia water to the milk 
and allow to stand 24 hours. Then 


add the acetic acid and let stand an- 


other 24 hours. Strain through cheese 


cloth, add the oils to the magma, and 


work it up: thoroughly in a mortar, 
adding enough carmine to color a deli- 
cate pink. To the product thus ob- 


tained add an equal quantity of cold 


cream, made according t to the follow- 
ing formula: 


‘White petrolatum .......... 12 oz 


Melt the wax, spermaceti and petro- 
Jatum together on a water bath; dis- 
solve the borax in the rose water, and 
add to the melted mass at one time. 
Then agitate thoroughly. 


Pommade Hongroise 


An excellent formula for this cos- 
metic 1s as follows: 


50 parts 
WES 80 parts 


Warm the dextrin, soap and water 
together to a homogeneous paste, add 
the wax and glycerin, under constant 
stirring, and heat until thoroughly in- 
corporated. 

Rose Cream 


Soak the gelatin in the water over 
night, and then heat on a water bath 
until dissolved. Add the glycerite and 


to be called for in prescriptions; 
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the rose water, previously mixed with 
a fluid dram of albumin (white of egg): 
Heat until the albumin coagulates and 
filter while hot through. a cotton bag. 


Almond Cream 
~ Better almonds 6. 
‘Quince seed mucilage......6.. 


Blanch the almonds, bruise and iu 
sify ‘with eight ounces of water. To 
this :add -the other. ingredients’ in the 
order named. Canadian Drugeist.

A. B. STEVENS 
Alviso Burdett Stevens, born in Ty- 
rone, Livingston County, Michigan, 


June 15, 1853. His mother died when 
he was ten years old and in less than 
a year thereafter his father was killed 
-at the battle of Cold Harbor. He at- 


tended the high schools of Byron and 
Saginaw, Michigan, and in 1875 he was 
graduated from the pharmacy depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan. 
His first position was that of errand 


boy at $3.50 per week in a prescription 


pharmacy in Detroit. He did not long 


remain in this position, as his ability 


to compound prescriptions. was recog- 


nized from the first, and he was soon 
placed in charge of the store. In 


1876 he married a former university 
classmate, Miss Amoretta L. Search 
of Janesville, Wis. From 1877 to 1887 
he was proprietor of a pharmacy in 


Detroit, during which time he also did 


analytical chemical work, and for three 
years taught pharmacy in the Detroit 


.Medical College. In 1886 he retired 
.from active business to accept a posi- 
tion in the School of Pharmacy of the 
University of Michigan, where, except 
when abroad, he has since had entire 
charge of the teaching and laboratory 
work in pharmacy. After two years 
_of special work in Europe he received 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
from the University of Bern, Switzer- 


In addition to various contributions 


to pharmaceutical literature, he is au- 
‘thor of two text books, “Arithmetic of 
Pharmacy” and “Pharmacy and Dis- 


pensing.” He has worked upon every 


edition of the National Formulary, and 


is now serving his second term as a 
member of the Committee of Revision 
of the United States Pharmacopceia. 
He is also chairman of the sub-commit- 


tee on proximate assays and member 
of the executive committee. 


He was the first president of the De- 
troit Pharmaceutical Society, 1883-4; 


president of the Michigan State Asso- 
ciation, 1894; first vice-president of the 


American Pharmaceutical Association 


in 1891; chairman of the Pharmaceu- 


tical Division of the American Chemi- 


cal Society, 1908-10; in charge of phar- 


maceutical abstracts for the American 
Chemical Society from 1905-11. 


DR. OSCAR OLDBERG

OBITUARY 


DEATH OF MR, ELIEL 

Leo Eliel, one of the oldest and best 
known pharmacists of the country, 
died Friday evening, February 10, in 
his pharmacy at South Bend, Ind. 
Death came without warning, and 
again pharmacy has lost one of its 
earnest workers. | 

Mr. Eliel was prominent in the work 
of the American Pharmaceutical As- 


sociation, which he joined in 1883. He 


held many important offices in this 
association, and in the year 1906-07 
was the recipient of the best gift which 
the A. Ph. A. can bestow, that of presi- 
dent, being elected at the Indianapolis 
meeting, September 3, 1900.—N. A. R.

J. WINCHELL FORBES 
Professor J: Winchell Forbes of 


Rossmoyne, Ohio, is dead. In body 
he had been weak and frail for many 
years, but in mind, up to the time of 
his last illness, as alert and active as a 
boy in his teens. Up to a couple of 
years or so ago Professor Forbes was 
editor of Drugs and Sundries, a bright 


little house organ published by the 
Stein-Gray Drug Company of Cincin- 
nati. When this publication went out 
of existence, its former editor found an 
outlet for his many bright and original 
observations in a department of the 
Midland Drugeist known as “On the 
Firing Line.” 

The deceased was one of the pioneers 
in California pharmacy, having been 
a charter member of the first pharma- 
ceutical association of that State, or- 
ganized in 1869, and its secretary in 
1873-4; he was a member (and the 
secretary) of the first San Francisco 
Board of Pharmacy,’ elected by the 


members of the State association resid- 


ing in that city. This was in 1872. 
He assisted in the organization of the 
California College of ‘Pharmacy and 
was professor of pharmacy in that in- 
stitution in the early | Seventies. Dur- 
ing his later years was active 
the pharmaceutical association affairs 

of Ohio, ‘and also took a great deal of 
interest in the American Pharmaceuti- 


cal Association. 


Professor Forbes was a facile and 
voluminous writer, and did not confine 
his efforts to pharmaceutical subjects ; 
he was also a composer, and wrote 
special marches and overtures for ren- 
dition at the meetings of the Ohio and 
the American associations. He was a 
man of cheerful and optimistic dispo- 
sition, and, like many other optimists, 
was an enthusiastic disciple of Isaac 
Walton. In a letter to a friend writ- 
ten a few years ago, he described him- 
self in characteristic fashion as being 
“president of the ancient and honor- 
able association of bald-headed fisher- 


men, with a membership of three rod- 


wielders, active, and all the rest of the 

anglers in the universe, honorary.” 
Although his life’s work had been 

accomplished, he will be missed and 


mourned by a wide circle of pharma- 
ceutical friends.

THE COLLEGE OF PHARMACY OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF MIN- 
NESOTA 
The mid-year examinations are over and 
the several classes have entered upon the 
usual work of the second semester. The 
seniors have taken up the new work of 
quantitative analysis, physiology and oper- 
ative pharmacy, and the juniors of materia 
medica, organic chemistry and junior phar-

The business of this department has in- 
creased greatly in volume, and this fact, 
together with the need of the University 
Hospitals of adequate dispensary service, 
has prompted the authorities to seek to sell 
the present dispensary building and to pro- 
vide a more convenient and central loca- 
tion on the new campus for the Out-Patient 
Department.

THE PROPOSED GARDEN OF ME- 
DICINAL PLANTS OF THE COL- 
LEGE OF PHARMACY OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF 
MINNESOTA 


The preliminary work for the es- 
tablishment of the medicinal plant gar- 
den is progressing satisfactorily. Dr.

for that purpose. | 

_ The garden should be of interest and 
profit, not only to the students and 
faculty of the college, but as well to 
the pharmacists of the Northwest, and 
it is hoped that all pharmacists will 
support this important and responsible 
undertaking of the college by their 
sympathetic interest and co-operation. 
It is intended to open the garden to 
interested visitors at all reasonable 
times, and it is hoped that the phar- 
macists of the twin cities and of the 
State at large will take free and full 
advantage of the privilege to visit the 
garden. 

_ Helpful suggestions and aid of any 
kind to make the garden of the fullest 
success and profit are solicited. The 
garden will be largely an experiment 
in the beginning and all suggestions 
that will tend to obviate mistakes and 
to insure the fullest measure of success 
from the very beginning will be greatly 
appreciated. 

When the time comes such informa- 
tion, knowledge and experience of 
value to pharmacists, as the cultivation 
of medicinal plants may have yielded, 
will be published either in the pharma- 
ceutical. press or in separate college 
bulletins, the idea being to make the 
garden helpful and profitable not only 
to the college but to the pharmacists 
and possibly others of the State.

Another Pioneer Druggist Gone 
William Ernest Mayhew 
It is with deep regret that we report the 
decease of William Ernest Mayhew, a 
pioneer druggist of San Francisco, who 
met death on February 24, 1911. Mr. May- 
hew’s death was due to burns sustained 
while he was cleaning his clothes with gaso- 


line, which liquid he was pouring from a 


bottle, when a match came in contact with 
it. In the explosion which followed he 
was severely burned. 

In looking through the early history of 
the California Pharmaceutical Society, com- 


piled by J. G. Steele, historian, we find © 


William E. Mayhew’s name recorded as one 
of the incorporators of this society in De- 
cember, 1871. At this time he was one 
of the trustees serving with J. G. Steele, 
John Calvert, William Simpson and W. T. 
Wenzell. We further find that in the sum- 
mer of 1872 steps were taken to establish 


a college of pharmacy, the California Col- 


lege of Pharmacy being consequently incor- 
porated and William E. Mayhew was elec- 
ted one of the members of the first body 
of trustees to serve this institution.

Sharp died at her home in Oakland. Mrs. 
Sharp was a pharmacist, having registered 
in Utah, where she and her husband had 
a large drug store for many years.

Sharp was.an invalid and passed away eight 
months before his wife. Mrs. Sharp was 
well known to the trade, having been in 
the employ of Langley & Michaels Co., 
Osgood Drug Co. and in the Owl Drug 
Co.’s laboratory. 


Mr. Ed. J. McGivern, the well known 


Mission druggist, has the sympathy of his 


many friends in the loss of his. aged mother, 
who passed away late in February. Mrs. 
McGivern was one of the pioneer ‘women 
of San Francisco, respected and beloved 
by all who knew her for her charitable 
disposition and kindly acts. Mrs. McGivern 
is survived by two sons and two daughters. 


Dr. A. D. McMaster, for many years the

Sunday Closing 

The five drug stores in Palo Alto, Cal., 
have an arrangement for Sunday closing 
which proves very satisfactory—one store 
only being open on that day, each store 
taking its turn for five consecutive weeks, 
opening from 7 A. M. until 8 P. M. The 
other four stores, which remain closed, have 
large cards on their door windows stating, 
for instance, “Weingarten & Co. will be 
found open today.” Each druggist has 
four cards of the above form printed with 
the name of all the other drug stores to 
use each Sunday, announcing whose store 
may be found open. By this arrangement, 
every druggist and the clerks have four 
Sundays out of five as holidays, and no 
doubt all of them do just as much Sunday | 
business, should the Sunday sales be fig- 
ured up at the end of the year. | 


Hereafter no Porterville, Cal., drug clerk 
or prescription pharmacist will be required 
to work more than ten hours a day or six 
days per week. Todd Claubes has put 
this system into force in his store, and the 
other stores, including G. L. Robbins, and 
Louis Osuna are preparing to put their 
working force on the same basis. 


San Rafael has a unique way of solving 
the Sunday closing movement. The four 


‘drug stores located in this town have an 


understanding for each to take turn about 
in keeping open to the public on Sundays, 
which enables each store to close three con- 


secutive Sundays in a month.
